STRIKE IS STILL ON. 



Aurermrnt Made By the Strikers* 
Kxeentive ('ommlttee Rrjerted 
Bt the Men. 



St. Louis, May 17 . — Tlie eyes of the 
public and strikers alike xx-ere focused 
on the congress called to effect a set- 
tlemeut of the differences existing 
between the St. Louis Transit Co. and 
the grievance committee of its small 
army of strikers. The conference was 
in session from early in the afternoon 
until 9:15 o’clock at night, and at its 
conclusion members of the griex’ance 
committee announced that an agree- 
ment had been reached xvith the rail- 
xvay officials, but that they xvere not 
in a position to announce its terms 
till the compact had been ratified by 
the executive committee of the strik- 
ing employes. 

The executive committee xxas in 
session at VValhalla hall, axx'aiting de- 
x'clopments in the conference, and the 
griexance commit t«.‘c at once hurried 
thither, and both cominittcxs xx'cnt 
into secret session. iVfler a txvo hours’ 
session the exeentive committee of the 
strikers rejectexl the agreement ar- 
rived at ]>etxx'een the Transit Co. and 
the strikers’ grievance committee. 
The strike is still on. 

B. M. Barker, a striking eonduetor, 
xvas shot in the thigh during an at- 
tack on a Citizen’s line car on Kaston 
avenue. The xvonnd is not dangerous. 



COFFEE TRADE TIED UP. 



>o More VenselH From Rio dr Ja- 
neiro 44 'iil Be Permitted to I.niiil 
at \ew Orleanit. 



Nexv Orleans, May IT. — The state 
board of health passeil resolutions de- 
claring that the coffee ship Corsica, 
xvith cargo from Bio de .Janeiro, 
xxould not be alloxx-ed to land until 30 
d.ays' fumigation and detention, and, 
in case no symptoms of bubonic 
plague ilex-clo|>t*<l at the end of that 
time. The Corsica sailed from Bio 
on .Vpril 15 , at xvhich time there xvere 
several cases of plague there. 

As a result of the action of the 
board. S. Y. Fornis <Sr Co., the local 
agents for the French line of vessels 
to which the Corsica liclongs, cabled 
to Paris canceling all sailing of coffee 
steamers via Brazil to this port for 
the rest of the year. The result of 
this action is the total annihilation of 
the coffee business in so fur as New 
Orleans is concerned. , 

A large numljer of lox*aI coffee im- 
porters )>etitioned the board of health 
at its meeting to allow the Corsica to 
land, on the ground that the steamer 
Coleridge had l>een pcrmittetl to land 
in Nexv York this xx-cek, although sail- 
ing from Rio two days later than the 
('orsica. The local board, instead of 
receiving this petition favorably, de- 
nounccfl the action of the New York 
hoard as being extremely reprehen- 
sible. 



CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 



Proponed One liealinK With Troiitn 
and C'ombiantionn Reported 
to the lloane. 



VVashiiigton, May 17 . — The cousti- 
tioual amendment as agreed to and 
reported to the house proposes the 
following as Article 16 of the consti- 
tution: 

“Section 1. All powers conferred by 
this article shall extend to the sev- 
eral states, the territories, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and all territory 
under the sox-ereignt^* and subject to 
the juri.sdiction of the L'nited States. 

“Sec. 2. Congress shall have poxver 
to define, regulate, control, prohibit 
or dissolve trusts, monopolies or com- 
binations, whether existing in the 
form of corporations or otherwise. 
The several states max- continue to 
exercise such poxx-er in any manner 
not in conflict with the laxx's of the 
L'nited States. 

“Sec. 3 . Congress shall have power 
to enforce the provisions of tliis ar- 
ticle by appropriate legi.slation.’’

IDE CUBAN SCANDAL. 



Havana's Postmaster and Three 
Other Persons Now in Jail. 



Four l*o<ital Inspertors Hare Besrnn 
the Work of 1 nvestlaatlon— Ad- 
ditional Factn Bronirht Ont 
By Exery Arrest Made. 



Havana, May 15 . — The extent of the 
postal frauds is far greater than xvhat 
was originally exjjected. Besides tak- 
ing in the postal department, the 
frauds seem to include the local offi- 
cers at Huvuna and various other of- 
ficers throughout the island, and also 
to have extendetl to outside points 
xvhich hax'e l>een used for the sale of 
some of the old issue of stamps that 
XX ere ordered liestroyed. 

The result of the investigation at 
the local ]>ost office is the suspension 
of Postmaster Thompson, who xvas 
ii’tt ailed in .\pril of last year. lie xvill 
remain at his own house for the pres- 
cut. Moya and Mascaro, stump sellers 
in the main office, have also been ar- 
ipsted, and further arrests are expect- 
ed soon. .\s many as six others have 
been j)lace<I under the closest surveil- 
lance, and they xvill be arrested as 
scon as their services can be spared. 
.\i: a matter of fact, if they xx*ere all 
to 1.H* subsequently rcliex-ed of duty, 
it xx'oiiid not be possible to carry on 
the postal department of Hax-ana. 

Washington, May 15 . — The postmas- 
ter general, after a protracted iiiter- 
xjexx* xvith the president, announced 
titat .loseph L. Bristoxx*. fourth assist- 
ant postmaster general, xvill proceed 
to llaxanu ne.xt Wednestlay to take 
charge of the postal affairs of the 
island of Cuba. 

Hax-ana. May 17 . — Warrants xx*ere is- 
sue<l for tlie arrest of K. 1 ‘. Thomp- 
son, the Havana jiostmaster; W. H. 
Reex-es. deputy auditor of the island, 
and Kdward Moya and Jorge Mascaro, 
Cubuii clerks in the stump depart- 
ment. and all xx’ere loilged in the Vi- 
vae, the Tombs of Havana. This xvas 
done under the advice of the postal 
inspectors. It is considered noxx* that 
Reex-es is equally guilty xvith Neely. 

Investigation as to the record of the 
clerk in the military department xx-ho 
handled sex-eral hundred dollars’ 
xx-orth of stamps prox-es that the 
transaction, so far as he is concerned, 
x\-as legitimate. The stamps xx*ere pur- 
chased at the request of hi.s brother, 
xvho is a stamp collector in the Unit- 
ed States, for $ 800 , They xvere of the 
old issue and xvere obtained from 
NeeJy. 

The arrest of Thompson caused 
great surprise in the city. It is looked 
upon as the precursor of many other 
arrests. (Jen. Wood felt, as did the 
si>ecial inspectors, that it xvould be 
better to have the suspected persons 
arrested, and to give the men oppor- 
tunity to obtain bail, than to keep 
them indefinitely under close siirx-eil- 
lance at a time when the detectix’es 
are badly needed for other xx-ork, 

.\s the affair stands ..now, Mr. 
Thompson’s career in the postal ser- 
vice must necessarily cease, even if 
he escapes a term of imprisonment. 
Moreover, his action in gix-ing orders 
to jiostal clerks to alter figures re- 
gading stamps at the request of Cor- 
ryflon Rich, xvithout notifying Mr. 
Bathboue, makes things look xx-orse, 
ex’eii if he acted innocently in the be- 
lief that exerytbing xvas correct. 

Four postal inspectors arrived here 
and. after conferences xvith Gen. Wood 
and -Mr. Rathbone, immediately began 
work. Mr, Rathbone declares there 
i.s not the slightest jealousy betxveen 
the military authorities and the post 
dc|)artraeut here and that Gen. Wood 
and himself are xvorking in harmony. 

Early dcx'elopments connected xx-ith 
the frauds, it is asserted, tend to show 
the far-reaching influence of Neely, 
and ex-ery man who is placed under 
arrest brings to light additional facts. 
V’ach one seems willing to tell all he 
knows regarding Neely, xvhile endea- 
voring to exonerate himself. The 
only person, hoxvex-er. xvho xvill be ac- 
cepted by the authorities as a w'itness 
for the state is Corrydon Rich, xvho 
xvHl not be placed in jail, but w-ill be 
closely xx-atched, as it is felt that his 
testimony is absolutel3* indispensable.

FIRST WIG IN HISTORY. 

It Was Worn br tbe Danghter of 

Saul, Kina of Israel. 

The first wig mentioned in history 
was made of a goat’s skin and worn by 
the daughter of Saul, king of Ismel. 
Tbe first artistic wigs were made in 
the south of Italy for the Gapiuiens. 
wbo lived in Apulia and were known 
for the luxuries of their toilet These 
people were, they say, the first who 
painted their faces. This they did with 
the juice of strawberries. 

The Persians wore wigs. Xenophon 
relates that little Cyrus, when he visit- 
ed Astyages. his grandfather, whose 
eyes were frame<l in blue paint and 
who wore an enormous wig, threw 
himself on his knees and cried, “Ob, 
mother, what a beautiful grandfather 
I haver’ Aglais, a maid of honor, was 
so struck by tbe appearance of the old 
gentienian that she remained with As- 
tyages as a slave. 

The Phoenician w<^en, who were 
proud of their hair, having been or- 
dered by their priests to offer It up on 
the altars dedicate<1 to V'enus after the 
death of Adonis, obeyed, but with mur- 
muring. Soon after they were consoled 
by a Greek merchant, who told them 
that he would give them the means of 
hiding their bald pates under luxurious 
curls. In bis chariot be bad hundreiis 
of wigs of all colors. 

Wigs were in vogue in Rome toward 
tbe end of tbe republic and so well 
made that, says Ovid, “no man conld 
know if his wife bad any liair at ail be- 
fore she had given him an opoortunity 
of seizing her by the tresses.” 

Teutonic peasants were the provid- 
ers of blond hair for rich Roman prin- 
cesses. who loved the contrast of its 
flaxen hue with their black eyes. They 
even had morning wigs, small and 
tightly curled, of any color, and they 
kept the l>eautlful fair ones to receive 
tbei** admirers at night. - Messalina bad 
150 wigs to disguise herself.— Cincin- 
nati Commercial Tribune.

Washington, .May 17. — Tlie oflicials 
of the war department, after waiting 
for nearly a week to hear something 
from (Jen. -Mac.\rthur at Manila, con- 
tirmatory of the press report of the 
blootly three da^'.s’ engagement at 
Catubig, which resulted in the heav- 
iest Joss of life the American army 
has sustained in any one engagement 
in the Philippines, Tuesday cabled 
(Jen. MacArthur a request for infor- 
mation. Ihe answer was received 
Wetlncstlay, eonfinning the press re- 
ports and adding some interesting de- 
tails. Gen. Mac.\.rihur transmitted 
a report from Henry T. Allen, a ma- 
ior of the 4;id volunteers, who com- 
niandetl the United States forces on 
the island of Samar. It appears that 
this force was divided among several 
ports on Samar, and while details are 
stiM lacking, it is believed that this 
particular force, which was besieged 
at (’atubig, was commanded, not by 
a commissioned otficer, but by a ser- 
geant. either (Jeorge or Hall, both of 
whom were killetl. Catubig, where 
tlic engagement occurred, is a scajiort 
town of nearly 10,000 inhabitants. 
Gen. Mac.Vrthur’s cablegram is as fol- 
lows: 

Manila, May 10. — W”ith reference to 
yonr telegram of 14th: The rumor- 

ed eiurageincnt in Samar reported 
oablcgrnin of Gen. Otis. May 14. has 
lM*en confirmed by rcjiorts recently 
receixed from Henry T. Allen, 4:kl 
regiment. I*. S. V, infantry, command- 
ing near Samar island. Tliat detach- 
ment of 31 men stationed at Catubig 
were attacked .Vpril 15 by 600 men. 
wi^h 200 rifles and one cannon. Our 
men quartered in convent, which was 
fired next daj' by burning hemp 
thrown from adjoining church. De- 
tachment attempted to escape by riv- 
er. Men getting into l)oat were kill- 
ed; remaining men intrenched them- 
selves near river and lield out two 
days longer, facing most adverse eir- 
cumstances, until rescued by Lieut. 
Sweeny and ten men. Over 200 of 
attacking party (many of them are 
reported having come from Luzon 
island) rejxirted killed and 'many 
wounded. Lieut. Sweeny reports 
streets covered with dead insurgents.

Washington. May 17. — It appears 
from late mail advices from Manila 
that the prison officials of Bilibid 
prison at Manila are under investiga- 
tion on a* charge of exchanging and 
releasing prisoners and receiving 
bribes. Hilibid prison, the largest in 
the orient, contains thousands of pris- 
oners. The Americans were obliged 
to continue Alcalde Benito and other 
otficials in charge because they them- 
selves kuew nothing of the prison 
methods or of the Filipino language. 

It is allegeil that pri.soners were 
freely exchanged; that natives with 
money were allowAd to employ substi- 
tutes, and that various forms of cor- 
ruption existed.

Washington. May 17. — CJermany’s 

commerce with the world in all com- 
modities, e.xcept the precious metals, 
amounted last year to $2,186,744,000, 
according to a report to the state de- 
jiartment, from Acting consul J. F. 
Monaghan, at Chemnitz. Her imports 
the same year amounted to $1,2.36,886,- 
000; exports, $049,858,000. The most 
jironounced decrease in imports in 
the last few ye«rs has been in wheat 
and rye. on account of the gain in her 
production. The importation of lii- 
dian corn (maize) has shown a de- 
cided increase, advancing from $20,- 
230,000 worth in 1897, to $.31,654,000 
last year. The figures show German 
trade as geiltrally increasing annual- 
ly. Some lines of trade have suffered 
R setback, sugar exports having fallen 
from $54,.502,000 in 1897, to $45,695,000 
in 1800. 

This decrease is said to l>c due 
to the lessened demand from the I'nit- 
ed States.

Milwaukee, IVis., May 17. — Judge 
T’ereles.s, of the prol>ate court, issued 
a temporary injunction restraining 
Henrj* Monson, jr., and Minna Olson 
from l)eing married.

The loss to the building and fur- 
nishings were $40,000. 

'J'he destruction of the hotel was 
replete with daring rescues an<l nar- 
row escape.s, in which Jame.s McNed, 
the porter, earned himself the title of 
hero. He was the first to warn the 
sleeping occupants of their danger. 
He carripfl Helen .Toseph down a 
swaying ladder from the third floor, 
and then, amid the cheers of the on- 
lookers, returnctl to the .second floor 
where a woman was laying nneon- 
scions, her clothing on fire. He car- 
ried her to the window and drop[>cd 
her into the arms of Policeman Wolf. 
The effort and the heat were too 
much for McNeil, and he staggered 
back into the smoke. The people be- 
low thought he was lost, A police- 
man mounted the shoulders of a 
brother officer, and, clainberiiig over 
the window ledge, caught McNeii by 
the foot and dragged him from the 
ro*im. McNciI was passed down to 
the ground and soon recovered con- 
sciousness. 

The rescue of a woman and her 
baby aroused the enthusiasm of the 
crowds. Mrs. Hruce, with one arm 
around her infant child, was clinging 
with the other arm to the ledge of 
a seeond-story window. Smoke was 
peuring out In smothering clouds 
and !Mrs, Bruce seemed on the point 
of falling. Her fingers were relaxing 
when suddenly three polieemen, car- 
rying a blanket held tatif among 
tiienj, rushed into the flames, which 
were then darting from the basement 
windows, just in time to catch the 
woman and her child in s;»fety. Mrs. 
Bruce was badly burned, but had suc- 
cetHled in protecting her baby, so th.at 
not one hair of its head had been 
burned. 

There were many other narrow es- 
capes and exhibitions of courage dur- 
ing the burning of the structure. As 
there was but one exit from the build- 
ing the greater number of the guests 
were compelled to get out us best 
they could through windows.

Wavhin^^on, Mr y 15.— In view of the 
siguificant references to the enforce- 
ment of the Mdnroe doctrine by Sec- 
niarj’ Hoot, Senator Jxxlgt* and other 
prominent men, the »tate department 
has taken steps to secure data on the 
Kubject. The burden «>f these s|>eeches 
has been the startling increase of the 
tiirman colonies in Sauth and Central 
America, which have l>een regarded as 
menacing the Monroe doctrine. It 
also has i»een asserted that these Ger- 
man colonists maintain their home 
customs in the new land, deal almost 
exclusi\ely with Germany, use only 
the German lang^iage, have almost au- 
t'-nomous governments within the 
bniits of American republics, and are 
in fact little Germanies wherever lo- 
cated. 

The state department has addressed 
an instruction to every minister and 
**onsul in South and Central .America 
to inform the department fully on all 
the points to which reference has 
been made. Of course (iermany is not 
referre*! to by name, for such a direc- 
tion might naturally give umbrage to 
the German government. The circu- 
lar applies to colonists of all national- 
ities. though it is of course explained 
that the consuls in compiling their 
le-ftorts will differ from »he colonists. 

Berlin, May 15. — The cabled reports 
of statements made in the I’nited 
btates senate chamber during the de- 
hate on the naval appropriation bill 
b;. S«-nators Hale and Spooner, to the 
effect that the United States had no 
expectation of war or other trouble 
with Germany, have been received 
here with satisfaction. 

The semi-official Berliner Post as- 
serts that these declarations prove 
that fair-minded and calmly* reason- 
ing .Americans form the majoritj', and 
coDclndes its article thus: “We 

hope in the future that attacks by 
certain American politicians who im- 
pute to a friendly country all sorts of 
aggressive schemes will be as prompt- 
ly repudiated.”

Following the unx'eiling, Adm. Dew- 
ey made an address, in which he paid 
high tribute to Farragut and recount- 
e^l his a.sociations with him. Ad-- 
dresses were also made by Mrs. Chas. 
A. Perkins, representing the D. A. R., 
Col. L. I). Tyson, and .1 idge O. P. 
Temple. The latter presented Adm. 
Dewey with a handsome miniature 
of .Adm. Farragut. done b 3 * Lloyd 
Branson, of this citj'. It is on ivory 
in a case upon which is engraved: 
“Presiented to .Adm. Dewey on the 
cccassion of his visit to Farragut’s 
birthplace, Knoxville, Tenn., Ma\- 15, 
1900.” 

The party returned to the city 
Tuesday' afternoon, where u final re- 
ception was tenderetl .Adm. Dewey b.v 
the Cumberland club. Adm. Dewey 
and partly left Tuesxlay evening at 6 
o'clock for Washington. 

KILLED WIFE AND SELF. 

L. D, MoAlllster, Wealthy Clficen of 
llelolae. Tena.. Al»o Tried tu 
Shoot 111* Brother-Sn-Daw. 

Dyersbiirg, Tenn,, Maj' 16. — L. D. 
McAllister, a weulthy citizen of He- 
loise, shot and instantly killed his 
wife, and, after an ineffectual at- 
tempt to slay his wife’s brother, 
turned the smoking revolver to his 
own head and blew out his brains. 
The trouble began about two j'ears 
Bgo, when Mc.Allister charged his 
wife with having improper relations 
with one Love. I.ater he killexl I.,ove, 
and, after a trial, was acquitteil. Late- 
Ij' Mc.Allister has made further 
charges against his wife, and they had 
V pa rated. 

He called upon her and insisted that 
she confess her alleged wrongdoings. 
The woman denied his charges, where- 
upon Mc.Allfster killed her. Her 
brother sav«l himself by a hast.y re- 
tieat. Mc.Allister then shot himself, 
dying instantlj’. He was the owner 
of steamers plying between Heloise 
and Cottonwood, and also of the 
steam ferry boats between Booth’s 
Point and Carruthersville. 

WHEELS SET IN MOTION.

Constantinople, May 16. — The Greek 
legation has notified the porte of the 
intention of Greece to resort to the 
( ollective arbitration of the powers 
respecting the controversies over the 
consular convention. At the same 
time the legation sent a note to the 
embassies asking for arbitration. 

Gen. Chairce Relieved. 

Havana, May 16. — Orders relieving 
Geu. .Adna R. Chaffee, Gen. Wood’s 
chief of staff at his ow'n request, and 
directing him to report at the w'ar 
office, were received, and Gen. Chaffee 
will probably leave for the United 
Klixtes next Monday'.

EARLY WASHINGTON. 

Few Record* and Map* «*lth Whleb 
*to l.oeafe lll*(orleal Point* 
of Interest. 

There is scarcely an old map of the 
District of Columbia or a book of any 
sort descriptive of early Washington 
in the stalls of the library of congress. 
In answer to a query the clerk in 
charge of the reading-room said the 
interest in the first days of Washing- 
ton had been greatly increased since 
the celebration of the one hundredth 
anniversary of the removal of the cap- 
ital to Washington asmimed definite 
shape. Unfortunately none of the old- 
est maps of the city are in the map 
division of the library', but are either 
in private hands or inaccessible public 
buildings. 

The most valxxable is in the war de- 
partment, and so faded and worn as 
to be but a poor guide to strangers 
in searching out old land marks. 
Braddcck Rock and Jefferson’s cor- 
ner stone are both eagerly hunted for 
by sprouting historians, and one 
scarcely walks abroad without meet- 
ing some person w'ith a map in hand, 
pi"owling about the neighborhood of 
the site of Burns’ cottage, wljere 
Washington first negotiated for the 
land, or tlie Van Ness mansion, still 
standing, or the famous old octagon 
hoxise, full of quaint surprises, occu- 
pied by the Madisons w'hen the cap- 
ital was bprned by the British. Many 
well-known writers are here to embel- 
lish literature with new history, hence 
the lack of material in the Congres- 
sional library. 

ODD MISTAKE DIVERTS PARIS. 

Capt. (.aval DlseharKcd from the 

Hospital Cored While Hie Frleade 
Are Invited to HI* FnneraL. 

A funny happening is now diverting 
Paris. Capt. Laval several weeks ago 
entered the military hospital. On 
Thursday some distant relatives re- 
ceived an official notice of his death. 
This notice said the body would be 
delivered for interment on Friday at 
ten a. m. Laval’s friends hastened to 
make preparations for elaborate fu- 
neral ceremonies. .All his friends were 
notified of the day and hour of the 
burial. 

At the hospital the friends, officers 
and military' guard waited patiently 
for twu hours for the start. Inqxuries 
then brought the information that the 
body had mysteroiusly disappeared. 
Just as everybody had hurried to leave 
the hospital court the missing corpse 
was discovered, inqxiiring from his 
stupefied friends who was being buried. 
It seems that some clerical error was 
responsible for the whole mess. Laval 
had left the hospital, completely cured, 
early the same morning that 500 peo- 
ple were gathering to escort him to the 
cemetery. 

HISTORIC HOUSE. 

Place Where MaJ. Aadre W'a* Caa- 
deauied a* Spy Be (7*ed as 
Soap Factory. 

The ’76 stone house at Tappan, N. 
Y., where Maj. Andre was condemned 
us a spy and imprisoned until his exe- 
cution, in the revolutionary war, is to 
become a part of a soap factory. 

Some of the people of Tappan sigh 
heavily when itiey think that a busi- 
ness enterprise is to invade their qxiiet 
settlement. 

For two years the ’76 house has been 
used as a hotel. Thousands of people 
hax'e visited it, but recently Charles .A. 
Pike, the proprietor, had his license re- 
x'oked and closed his bar. He has leased 
the property to men from New York 
city, who intend to make soap on the 
grounds east of the house.
